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THE COLLECTION OF ILLUSTRATED MUSIC TITLES formed by the 
late Alderman Pelton. This collection, perhaps the largest of its kind in 
existence, consists of over 2,000 song-titles. The period covered is roughly 
100 years, from 1820 to 1920, but the bulk of the collection belongs to the 
golden age of this form of illustration, 1850-1890. All the covers are mounted 
on cards and in many cases the words are pasted on the back. To do justice to 
the interest and scope of this collection in a few words is impossible, but it 
may be said that it is a complete pictorial mirror of Victorian and Edwardian 
England. On the historical side there is the Coronation, Marriage and Jubilee 
of Queen Victoria, the Crimean War and the Boer War. There are songs 
about the Empress Eugénie, Napoleon III., the Czar, Garibaldi, Napier, 
Stonewall Jackson, etc., etc. The fashions and crazes, dances, military 
costumes of the period are all depicted. Here are all the favourite music hall 
songs, and the mere titles will take the elderly persons of our generation back 
to their childhood: ‘“‘ Burlington Bertie,” “‘ Champagne Charlie,” “‘ Walking 
in the Zoo,” “‘ The Two Obadiahs,” ‘‘ Oh, Mr. Porter,” “‘ Come to Where the 
Booze is Cheaper,’ ‘‘ How’s Your Poor Feet,” ‘‘ Tarara Boom de-ay.” It 
must not be thought that all the songs are comic, many come from the Operas 
and many are tinged with Victorian sentimentality, having flowers or romantic 
scenes on the covers. The titles often bear portraits or clever caricatures of the 
singers, such as Jenny Lind, Adelaide Kemble or Charles Coborn amongst the 
comics. The majority of the titles are printed in colour except a few of the 
earliest ones, produced before chromo-lithography became the popular method 
of illustration. The artists, many of whom have real talent, include all the 
masters of this branch of illustration, Brandard, Childs, Concannon, Hamerton, 
Lee, Maguire, Packer are amongst the most famous names. Even Cruikshank 
and Baxter are represented. Owing to the ephemeral nature of the popular 
song and the fragile form in which it was sold, it would obviously be difficult 
to form a similar collection to-day. No doubt 99 per cent. of the copies of any 
favourite were thrown in the waste paper basket to be replaced by the next 
hit. With the advent of the 20th century the real old music hall had disappeared 
and a collection of this sort forms one of the only possible memorials and 
souvenirs of it. There are several copies of a typed monograph on the collection,

The work 1s based on a 
Chinese work which had been translated by a misstonary (Mich. Boym, d. 1659 in 
China), but this fact 1s not mentioned by Cleyer.

In 1545 Thomas Geminus, of Leeds, published this book in Latin, which is 
taken entirely from Vesalius (matnly the Epitome has been used). In the preface 
he mentions Vesalius and boasts that his book 1s just as good as the original. 
The engraved plates, which are all taken from the Fabrica, with the exception of 
three, are engraved, and are the first anatonucal copper engravings to be produced 
in England. The book was very successful and, as de Feyfer says, tt did more to 
make this work of Vesalius known than his own book. Gemini, who was obviously 
a foreigner, probably an Italian, living in England, had the book translated into 
English by Nicholas Udall and published it in 1552. 

It is needless to emphasize the great importance of this work, which 1s the first 
appearance in England of what is to-day considered one of the ‘foundation stones 
of medical science. This book ts of the utmost rarity, no copy having been sold in 
England by auction for the last 23 years, and only two copies being quoted by the 
Se Gog
